•'The subject ("f co operation, in 
all of its many possible applica- 
tions, is one that is attracting 
world-wide attention at tiie pres- 
ent time. The extent to which 
the CO perative principle has al 
ready been d€veloped is illus- 
trated by the fact that the session 
of the International Co-operative 
Alliance in Glaegow, Scotland, 
! during the month of August were 
attended by six hundred delegates 
representing over twenty million 
members of one hundred and 
thirty thousand co operative 
societies in twenty-four countrie:> 
and in opening the Congress, as 
its Honorary President. Lord 
Grey, the British Secretary of 
Stale for Foreign Affairs, spoke 
of it as endeavoring to create an 
internatkMsl oo-operatii^e com- 
monwealth. 

"In Denmark, Ireland, and 
other European countries, and to 
some extent in the United »Utes. 
it has been demonstrated 'Jiat 
there is a wide field for the suc- 
cessful developement of coopera- 
tive associations in agricultural 
commanitiea. 

' While there are other lines in 
which CO operation has been car- 
ried on successfully and profitably 
that to which I beUeve special at- 
tention may well he given by 
Southeas'':'! !! faruiers is the or<^Hn- 
i/>ation ot co-operative sellinjj as- 
socaations. Sach assoi:iaiious 
may be made particularly naeful 
in the handlin<j of fruits and 
vegetables, the pi ofitablH produc- 
tion of which is dependent in large 
measures upon successful market- 
ing. 

"One of the most important ad- 
vantages of co-operativ» market- 
ing is that it is practicable for an 
association combining the re- 
.sources of a considerable number 
ot" producers to obtain much more 
detailed and reliable information 
as to conditions at different mar- 
ket points than can generally be 
obtained by any sino:Ie individual. 
This tends to prevent the over- 
stocking of one or more markets 
whUeothctsmay be left with in- 
adequate supplies which is one of 
the orreatest difficulties encount- 
ered in independent marketing. 

"For the aooon^ishment of 
the best results in the distribution 
of products amonor niarUetS itis 
important that a large number of 
producers shall unite in a single 
association or that there shall be 
effective co operation between a 
number of local associations. 

' 'Another matter, the import- 
ance of which can not be overesti- 
mated is that a cO'i^ierBtive 
marketinK organization which ex- 
ercises effective control over the 
grading and packing of products 
can build up a vahuilrte reputation 
for the producers of its locality. 
Wheu buyers learn that the grade 
and packing of any particular as- 
sociation may be relied upon ab 
s<4otely, its goods are sonnet out 
and its name or trade-mark be- 
comes an asset of value to each 
member of the association. 
Another advantage is that, hand 
ling a larger volame of bnsines, 
the association may find it profit- 
able to devote more attention, 
not onlf to securing general mar- 
ket infomiati<Mi, but ^so to kwk- 
inginto the comparative advaa> 
tages of dealing with different 
buyers in the same market than 
can be done by individnal pro- 
ducers. Its larger volume of 
business also tends to increase 
competition among buyers for its 
products and enables it, in many 
ittstanoes» to gfiUp in carioad 
quantities. 

"A most important matter in 
connection with the profitable 
growing of perishable fruits and 
vegetables is the provision «f aoste 
effective means to take care of the 
culls and of all surplus production 
that the market wilj not absorb in 
a f fcah state. Tto may be done 
by the estaidishment of mnniHco 
evaporating plants, and plants for 
manufacture of cider and

of CO operation. The work done 
by these Agents is, in itself, en- 
tirely cooperative. They are 
familiar with the plans of orirani- 
zatiuu and tnethods of operation 
of successful co-operative selling 
oi^nisations and are ready at all 
times to give information to pro- 
ducers who may wish to organize 
co-operative associations for the 
marketing of agricultural and 
horticnitnral prodocts. 

"One of the fields in which cc- 
operation among producers has 
been most effective is in the hand- 
ling of dairy products, eggs, and 
poultry thru co-operative cream - 
erie.*? There are now in the 
Southeastern States some highly 
successful organizations of 
kind, asanexampln of which I 
•nay cite the Catavvba Creamery 
at Hickory, North CaroHn:; 
There have been failures of co- 
operative creameries in thetioutih- 
eist as well aa in ot>er localitie. 
Such failures may usually be at- 
tributed to one of two caust's. 
Either they hive been established 
n advance of the asanrance of a 
slficient supply of cream to insure 
their profitable operation or they 
have had ineflieient management. 
Itis fundamentally essential to 
to the success of a cooperative 
creamery that il shall be able to 
rely u^^ou an ample and regular 
supply of cream and tnat it shall 
have capable management. ^Until 
these two things can be assured 
it will be better for the farmers of 
any community to sell their cream 
or to convert it into butter on 
their fsims. 

" The importance of efficient 
management in co oper,! five enter- 
prises of all kinds can not be too 
strongly insisted ujion. The suc- 
cess of snch an orgsnintbn mu 
not ne assured by a number of 
fanners getting together and 
simply agreeing to co-operate 
along certain lines. The man- 
agement must be placed in the 
hands of a reliable man. either a 
member of the association or an 
employee, who has business ca- 
pacity and who wfll insist upon 
conducting its operations strictly 
in accordance with business prin 
ciples and keeping its account.^ 
with as much aceiirscijr snd csre 
as those of a maoufacturihg or 
commercial corporation. By giv- 
ing proper attention to these im- 
pdrtant matters and by studying 
carefully the methods by which 

success has boon achieved by 
others I believe that the farmers 
of many localities in the South- 
esst will find it advantsgeoup to 
organize cooperative 
tious.' ' *
